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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bureau 
et al (U.S.P.N. 5,840,257). 

With respect to claim 1 , Bureau et al teaches the following: a perfume essence 
cup (figure 1 , 1 1 ), a center tube arranged at the center thereof (figure 1 , 17), on top of a 
lamp top (figure 1, 1), a lamp wick frame perforated through center tube (figure 1, 19), 
lamp wick traverses the lamp wick frame and extends to the bottom of the lamp pot 
(figure 1,21), both lamp pot and perfume essence cup are filed with perfume and oil 
respectively (figure 1, 29 and 6), and the lamp wick is burned for heating the cup (col.3, 
lines 43-43) and for heating the air near by (col.3, lines 55-56) in order to simmer the 
perfume essence (col.3, lines 45-46). 

With respect to claims 2-3, Bureau et al discloses an open-mouthed cup covered 
with a lampshade (figure 6, 11", 16", and 5) and a decorative ring (figure 5, 37) 
disposed between the lamp mouth (unlabeled lamp mouth of 1 in figure 5) and the 
perfume essence cup (figure 5, 11'). 

Conclusion 
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3. The prior art made of record but not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hammons et al (U.S.P.N. 5,840,246) and Huang (U.S.P.N. 
6,399,028) teach similar concepts in the art of air deodorization.
